Amendment 

1 . Acknowledgment is made of applicant's Amendment, filed 30 November 2009. The 
changes and remarks disclosed therein were considered. 

2. Claims 3, 6 have been cancelled; claim 10 has been added by Amendment. Therefore, 
claims 1-2, 4-5, 7-10 are pending in the application. 

Response to Argument 

3. Applicant's arguments filed on 30 November 2009 with respected to the rejection of 
Randazzo (U.S Patent No. 5,648,930) and Countryman, Jr (U.S Patent No. 4,573,144) has been 
fully considered and are persuasive (see pages 8, lines 4+ through pages 10, lines 15 of an 
amendment filed 30 November 2009). The rejection of Randazzo and Countryman has been 
withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 1-2, 4-5, 7-10 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The prior art made of record and considered pertinent to the applicant's disclosure does 
not teach or suggest the claimed limitations. Randazzo and Countryman, taken individually or in 
combination, do not teach the claimed invention having the following limitations, in combination 
with the remaining claimed limitations: 
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As in claim 1 : "a common supply voltage in static mode and at least one of said drain and 
source lines is disconnectable from said common supply voltage in a program mode." in a bi- 
stable latch having a pair of cross-coupled branches, each branch providing a non-volatile 
memory cell as claimed in the independent claim 1 . Claims 2, 4, and 5 are also allowed because 
of their dependency on claim 1 ; or 

As in claim 7: the steps of "holding input voltages that are applied to the input nodes of 
the program transistors at logic low level in a static modes; and raising at least one of said input 
voltages to a voltage value high enough to generate hot electrons or hot holes at the drain of the 
program transistors in a program mode" in a method for programming a bi-stable latch circuit as 
claimed in the independent claim 7. Claim 8 is also allowed because of their dependency on 
claim 7; or 

As in claim 9: "a common supply voltage in a static mode and at least one of said drain 
and source lines is disconnectable from said common supply voltage in a program mode." in a 
bi-stable latch having a pair of cross-coupled branches, each branch providing a non-volatile 
memory cell as claimed in the independent claim 9. Claim 10 is also allowed because of their 
dependency on claim 9.
